DUTIABLE. 


The Secretary Establishes 
the Countervailing 
Rate Thereon. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.) Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Gage has 
announced his decision in the 
Russian sugar case by issuing 
instructions to all collectors 
of cystoms in the United 
States to collect the counter- 
vailing duty upon Russian 
suger imported into the 
United States. He directs 
that the countervailing duty 
be collected at the rate of 64 
kopeks, or about 32 cents per 
pood (a little over 36 pounds,) 
on ail refined sugars imported 
into the United States from 
Russia. 

In sending his instructions 
to the collectors, Secretary 
Gage says: “Asan adminis- 
tration officer, it is my duty 
to determine questions of 
doubt in favor of the govern- 
ment; more so as, if lerr in 
that direction, the error can 
be readily corrected by a com- 
petent tribunal upon protest 
and appeal by those adverse- 
ly affected, while if by my 
action the interests of the 
government are injuriously 
affected there is no remedy. 
In the present case there 
seems to be no other proper 
course than the one you are 
hereby instructed to pursue. 
It ought to bring the question 
before a body constituted to 
hear and determine disputed 
questions of fact and law.”

STORIES OF YAQUI CRIMES. 


REBELLION AND MURDERS. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 

TUCSOPM (Ariz.,) Feb. 12.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Yaquis near Her- 
mosillo have broken out and mur- 
dered Ignace Gaxiols, a prominent 
rancher, and others near that place. 
la Patia, a paper in the City of Mex- 
ico, advised the government to corral 
the Yaquis and take them to the in- 
terior of Mexico. Accordingly, on this 
advic>, the government decided to send 
Gen. Torres to Sonora with 500 troops 
to carry out the plan. He arrived a 
few weeks ago, and began to corral 
the Yaquis, taking peaceaple ones as 
well as those who had own a Gis- 
position to fight the government. 

Many Indians Were corraled, but as 
they were being taken to Hermosillo 
to be transported to the south, they 
broke away. The peaceable Yaquis 
employed at the ranches and in the 
towns joined the hostiles, and took up 
arms. They are now making for the 
Sierra Madres, killing ranchers and 
stealing horses. 

As soon as the Yaquis who were 
working in the mines and in Her- 
moaillo learned what the government 
was about to do, they rebelled. The 
Indians armed themselves, and at 
once set about killing ranchers. In 
the old town of Sirris, a little settle- 
ment within a mile of Hermosillo, 
Ignace Gaxiola was ambushed, killed 
and his horse and saddle taken. The 
Yaquis then visited his ranch, and took 
a number of horses and saddles, help- 
ing themselves to ammunition and 
provisions, and fied to the mountains. 

A number of ranchers were mur- 
dered and their homes plundered. All 
of the ranchers killed are prominent, 
and there is great excitement in Her- 
mosillo. 


INSANE WOMAN’S SUICIDE. 


MRS. VINTER HANGS HERSELF.

“f have come here,” said Dr. Siiva, 
tonight, “for the purpose of facilitat- 
ing matters, should the Panama Canal 
contract become the property of the 
United States.” 

Of the revolution in Colombia, he 
said: “The revolution has been a terri- 
ble affair.

ANNEXATION 
OF SALT HEAPS. 


Consuls of France and 
Russia Take Them. 


Merchants of Tien-Tsin 
Frame a Protest. 


Commercial Classes Disturbed. 
Kwang Hsu Tells What 
He Has Done. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TIEN-TSIN, Feb. 12.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] The French and Russian con- 
suls raised their respective flags over 
salt heaps belonging to the merchants 
of the Salt Guild, a month after the oc. 
cupation of the city, and have since 
refused to allow the owners to ap- 
proach the property. They have, how- 
ever, offered to sell the heaps back to 
the guild at three-quarters of the mar- 
kets value, which amounts to millions. 

At a meeting today, the merchants 
came to the conclusion that such bare- 
faced robbery of private property was 
not conimitted with the approval of the 
Paris or St. Petersburg governments, 
and they drew up a memorial cable 
dispatch to the Czar and President 
’Loubet, setting forth their grievance. 
The importance of the decision by 
the home governments and its bearing 
upon the political situation cannot be 
exaggerated. All the commercial 
classes in China are waiting to learn 
whether the Boxers or the allies are 
more dangerous to their interests, and 
will act accordingly.

AKING THE DEAF HEAR. 

In The Times of Monday was 
published a dispatch from New York, 
giving an account of the alleged dis- 
covery or invention of an electrical 
appliance by which, it is claimed, the 
deaf are made to hear. “The last cen- 
sus,” said the dispatch, “places the 
number of deaf mutes of America at 
6,000,000, and Miller Reese Hutchinson 
says he can enable every one of the 
six millions to hear and talk.” 

The statement as to the number of 
deaf mutes is, of course, a great blun- 
der. The figures should have been 
60,000 instead of 6,000,000. The aver- 
age number of deaf mutes in the

proceed upon a complaint which might 
be deemed insufficient when tested by 
some subsequent judicial proceeding 
instituted for the enforcement of the 
orders of your honorable body based 
thereon. 
“Were it certain that any order 
made by your honorable body in said 
ing would be voluntarily 
obeyed, it would then, of course, mat- 
ter little as to the character or con- 
tents of the pleadings therein; and 
could you receive appropriate assur- 
ance of such a desirable result you 
would then be justified in proceeding 
upon the present complaint. Other- 
wise, I would advise the amendment 
of the complaint in occordance with 
the views herein expressed.”

CLAIMS AGAINST SPAIN. 

COMMISSION AGREED UPON. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The con- 
ferees of the Senate and House today 
reached an agreement upon the bill 
providing a means for settling the 
claims of citizens of the United States 
against Spain, as provided by the Paris 
Treaty of Peace.

FOR TWO MORE. 

Action on the People’s Petition for 

a Vote on the Question to Oust or 

Keep Them Again Deferred—Peculiar 
Runaway. 


SANTA ANA, Feb. 12.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.} Again the City Trustees 
have postponed action in granting the 


meeting, held some weeks ago in the 
Grand Operahouse, asking that the 
people of Santa Ana be given an op-

lay. Monday evening W. H. Spurgeon 
addressed the board, urging that action 
be taken at once on the request; that 
the petition had been corrected in ac- 
cordance with the expressed wishes of 
the board, and that it is time now for 
the people to know whether or not they 
are to be given an opportunity to vote 
upon this question. James McFadden 
followed Mr. Spurgeon, as did also 
Prof. Templeton, Superintendent of the 
City Schools, urging immediate action. 
The point made that if no action is 
teken until next Monday evening, the 
plan might be invalidated, but a ma- 
jority of the members of the board had 
evidently made up their minds to de- 
fer. Trustee Parsons stated that he 
was ready to vote, but the remainder 
of the board would not admit as much, 
although all but one stated in open 
meeting that they would vote to grant 
the request at “the proper time.”
